He 
told his slory as already published iu 
these columns, lhat hu left Johnson at 
the boor hall on the night of May Bib, uud 
went lo Mrs. Howard's house in Ward's 
wagon logelher wllh Ward and Slovens; 
that bo was In Iho bouse unlll after the 
pistol tiring, when he and Ward went to 
Mrs Johnson's bouse and found Berry on 
a bed wounded; tbat he went after Ibe 
doctor; that he never told anybody tbat 
be had "hit him good," or would "break 
the yoke if It cost him ten years." The 
witness was subjected to a rigid cross-

Before breakfast time this morning 


Sheriff Forstmyer, a* he lay deslng on his 
downy couch In lUe residence part of the 
county jail, his cars, ever on the alert to 
detect mischief among bis unwilling 
guests, hcanl a grating, aawlng sound 
emanaling from the east side of i,ho prison 
department. He said nothing, out quiet- 
ly aroso and looked through tho small 
window opening into the prison, and dls 
covered the operalors al Ihcir Jail break 
Ing work. He immedlalcly had Joel Hob- 
mson, Mike Koonoy and Dan Carroll.who 
occupied cells on Ihc east side of the jail, 
removed to tho nest side, locked all tbo 
prisoners in Ihelr cells and made an ex- 
aniinallon of Iho vacated parlof Iho pris- 
on. Thero aro four windows or ventila- 
tors in the upper part of tho jail on each 
side, each ventilator In about three feel 
long and 12 inches dcop, and each has a 
double row uf chilled Iron bars fastened 
securqly at the top and bottom into the 
stone. The south ventilator on the east 
side of the prison i* the one on which the 
prisoners were working. In some manner 
they had secreted an wdlnary case knife 
which they had made into a saw, with 
teeth on both sides, and with this instru- 
ment tied to a broom handle, they were 
engaged In sawing off the lower pan of 
the iron bars referred to, using soap to 
deaden the rasping sojnd and expedite 
their work. They had succeeded In saw- 
Ing off two of tbe bars on the oulilde 
row, and had also partially disconnected 
three bars on Ibe Inside row. Tbe opera- 
tor stood on the Iron landing lo front of 
the cells, and by using the broom reached 
over the intervening space, and while one 
or rnoro of iho Jailbirds were on the 
watch, kept ihe knife-saw going, with the
